Eoth  'barreled  and  "boxed  apples  Esde  somewhat  lower  prices  on  the  Liverpool 
auction' Wednesday,  October  14,  than  last  week,  according  to  a  ca'ble  from  Fred  A. 
^'otz,  Prait  Specialist  in  Barope  for  the  Pcreign  Service  of-  the  Cepartrcent  of 
Agriculture.     Prices  paid^  for  "barreled  a.pples  were  lower  than  at  this  time  last  year 
in  "both  dollars  and  sterling.    Boxed  apple  prices  were  lowe-r  in  dollars  than  last 
year  hut  ahout  the  sarne^  in  sterling .    Parrelcd  apple  'suppliGs  were  literal,  26,000 
"barrels  being  offered  at  the  auction.  ■"Cai-.adian  "barreled  apple  supplies  were  li'beral 
with  prices  ruling  lower  than  last  week.     D-^rcand  was  active  on  high  grade  fruit. 
The  general  condition  of  the  ^barreled  offerings  was  imich  better  than  last  week. 
Cargoes  landed  this  week  show  a  decided  irrrprovement- over  prm'-ious  arrivals.  Vir- 
ginia Yorks,  Jonathans_  and  Bonums  were  in  moderate  supply  with  the  "balance  of  the 
other  varieties  offered  light'.'  '  Supplies  of  oozed  apples  we-re  ver^r  light,  only  3,500 
"boxes  being  o'ffered  at.  _the_  auction.     The  general'  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good 
with  the  exception  of  'Was'hing'ton  Jonathans,  many  of  which  are  still  arriving  in  . 
poor  condition.    _  ■  ■  "  ' 

Supplies  of  pears  at  Liverpool  were  light.    Condition  of  the  fruit  was  gen- 
erally good.    Demand  was  ac t ive  o'n  high  grade  pears.    Barreled  pears  sold  at  higher 
prices  than  last  week  hut  hclow  'tr^se  at  this  time  last  year.    Prices  paid  for  boxed 
pears    were  fairly  high  and  compare  favorably  with  th^se  received  at  this  tim.e  last 
year.  '  . 

Supplies  of  barreled  apples  at  London  were  m.oderate.    Price's  received  were 
generally  higher  than  the  Liverpool  prices.     The  general  condition  was  good  but 
showing  some  .slacks.    Demand  was  improved  on  high  grade  fruit.     Supplies  of  English 
apples  were  scarce  and  of  poor  q/aality.    Boxed  apple  prices  .were  somewl^at  lower  th^an 
last  week  and  a  little  bielow  those  r\ilin{-r  at  Liverpool.     Supplies  were  moderate. 
The  general  condition  of  the  offerings  m^s  good  with  the  exception  of  Jonatlian.s 
which  we  re  ^  in  v.nriable  .condition."    Inquiry  for  boxed  apples.  ^7as  m.oderate,  the  fruit 
being  difficult  to  move  at  satisiactory"prices .  '  -  ' 

Pear  prices  at  Lond.on  were  im-oroved  over  last  week  but  sli/?-htly  lower  than 
Liverpool  prices,.  S^applies  were  moderate.     The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  satis- 
factory with  the  exception  of  som.c  f ire-dam^aecd  boxed  TDears  which  sold  at  ver\-  low 
prices.
